GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  AND  SANITATION— 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic  in  Haydock  are 
under  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  They  are  both  well  attended.

408  Sanitary  inspections  were  made  for  housing  defects  and 
other  matters.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  to 
286  cases  of  which  180  were  measles. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  still  above  average  although  notification  fell  50% 
on  1944  figurs. 

Diphtheria  was  mild  in  type,  no  compilations  or  deaths. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 

DIPHTHERIA.  1 1 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  When  the  final 
diagnosis  was  made,  however,  it  was  found  in  6 
cases  that  the  disease  was  not  true  Diphtheria. 
The  correct  number  therefore  is  5. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST 
DIPHTHERIA. 

Sessions  were  confined  at  which  injections  were  given  by 
Private  Practitioners’  to  children  of  school  age  and  under. 
Each  child  had  two  injections  of  A.P.T.  prophylactic.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  1945. 

There  were  286  cases  notified  during  the  year  excluding  Tuberculosis.  This  table  shows  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  There  was  one  death. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  11  new  cases  of  respiratory 
and  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  There  were 
7 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  and  2 
from  non-respiratory.  The  figures  shewing  number  notified  and 
number  of  deaths  are  tabulated  below  : —
